The Regular Troops and Miiitia 
were difposd in ‘the Pofts feverally aflign'd 
them; The Garrifons of the Caftles of this 
City and of the Forts built in divers Places 
were reinforced, and provided with all things 
neceflary to defend them. The only Precau- 
tion that was judg’d needful to be taken, was 
to hinder the reforting hither of any Bandits 
or other Mifcreants who lurk about theCoun- 
try and hide themfelves from Juftice; and at 
the fame time to prevent the petting together 
of any difaffec&ed Perfons, who might {pread 
Terror among the People by making them 
apprehenfive of being pillag’d or maflaered ; 
Accordingly the Viceroy order’d the Sol- 
diers and Sbirries,who go the Rounds Nightly, 


t@=feize all Perfons who fhould be found 


in the Streets .at unfeafonable Hours; or that 
fhould offer raife the, leaft Commotion to 
difturb the publick Peace. But nothing con- 
tributed more to quiet the Minds of the Peo- 
ple than what the chief Men of this City and 
the Nobility and Gentry of the Kingdom did 
on this Occafion. They perfonally attended 
the Viceroy, and after having made new Pro- 
teftations of their Fidelity, offer'd-to raife at 


their own Charge as many Men as each — 


could afford in proportion to their feveral 
Abilities.. ‘Fhe Viceroy commended their 
‘Zeal, but did not think fit to, accept their 


Offers, becaufe he would not put them to an 


 Expence which the News he had receiv'd of 
the ill Condition’ of the Enemies Fleet made 
him judge to. be unneceffary. We have Ad- 
vice from Palermo, that on the firft Report 
that was fpread of the Arrival of the Enemies 
Fleet in thefe Seas, the Nobility and Gentry 
came thither from all parts of the Ifland to 


affure the Cardinal del Giudice their Viceroy, 


‘that they were ready to employ their Lives 
and Porbaiies in the Service of his Catholick 
Majefty.

Not only the Caftles and Forts in the Neigh- 
bourhood’ of this City were garrifori'd with 
Regular Troops and Militia, but Forces were 
diftributed along the Coaft on each fide of 
this City for its particular defence. - All ne» 
ceffary Precautions have been taken to dif- 
cover whether there was any Ground for what 
we are inform’d the Emperor’s Ambaffador 
told the Admirals of the Enemies Fleet, to in- 
duce them to advance this way, viz. That the
